HIS RESIGNATION, 


‘| The Corporation of the University 


Draws Up a Statement for Sub- 
mission to the President—No 
Differences Between Them Ex- 
cept as Regards Free Coinage. 


. (ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT) 


corporation of Brown University today 
voted, after a long’ meeting, to. re- 
Quest President Andrews to withdraw 
his resignation aS president of that 
institution. The request was embodied 
in a resolution contained in the fol- 
lowing: 

“To the President of Brown Univer- 
sity: The corporation of Brown Uni- 
versity has today received with the 
greatest regret your resignation -as 
president. It most earnestly requests 
that you withdraw. It conceives that 
it was written without full knowledge 
of the position of the corporation. 
With the earnest hope that a state- 
ment to you bearing the formal sanc- 
tion and approval of the governing 
body of the university as a whole may 
bring us again into hearty accord, the 
corporation desires to assure you that 
it in no way sought the severance of 
our official relations, which, so far as 


it knows, have been t cordial from 
the time of (your Receptance of the 


presidency. 

“The only vote and only expression 
hitherto made by the corporation bear- 
ing upon the question at issue was at 
the last June meeting, and consisted of 
the appointment of a committee to 
confer with you as to the interests of 
the university. The extent of author- 
ity thus given its committee was. that 
of conference, which it fully believes 
you would unhesitatingly admit.was a 
legitimate and friendly exercise of its 
privileges, relating in the terms of the 


which you: have closely at heart. 

“It is perfectly true that the vote in 
question was occasioned by the differ- 
ing views entertained on the one hand 
by you, and on the other hand by 
‘most, and possibly’ all, of tne mem- 
bers of the corporation as to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by the 
United States, so far at least as. af- 
fecting the interests of the univer- 
sity and the, fear that your views, 
publicly known. or expressed, might 
perhaps in some degree be assumed to 
be representative and not merely in- 
dividual. It was not in our minds to 
prescribe the path in which you should 
tread, or to administer to you any of- 
ficial rebuke or to restrain your free- 
dom of opinion of ‘reasonable liberty 
of utterance,’’ but simply to intimate 
that it would be the part of wisdom for 
you to take a less active part in ex- 
citing partisan discussions and apply 
your energies more exclusively to the 
affairs of the college. 

“Having, as it believes, removed the 
misapprehensions that have occurred 
from individual views on this question 
which do not represent those of the 
c and the university, for 
which misapprehension you are not re- 
sponsible, and which it knows you, 
too, would seek to dispel, the corpora- 
tion, affirming its rightful authority to 
conserve the interests of the univer- 
sity at all times by every honorable 


in the cenduct of the university the 
imputation even of the consideration of 
the party questions or of the.domiinance 
of any class, but that in the language 
of its charter, ‘in this liberal and cath- 
olic institution, all members hereof 
shall enjoy full, free, absolute and un- 
interrupted liberty of conscience,’ which 
includes freedom of thought and ex- 
pression, it cannot feel that the diver- 
gence of views upon the silver ques- 
tion, and of its effects upon the univer- 
sity between you and the members 
of the corporation is an adequate cause 
of separation between us, for the cor- 
poration is profoundly appreciative of 
the great services you have rendered to 
the university and of your great sacri- 
fices and love of it. Therefore, it re- 
news its assurance of highest respect 


for you, and expresses the confident 


hope that .you will withdraw. your re- 
signation.”’

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Sept. 1— 
For one hour this afternoon a storm 
of unusual violence raged in this city. 
Buildings were blown down, trees up- 
rooted and vehicles were turned over 
in the streets. Heavy wagons were 
blowm across the streets, and in one 
instance a transfer wagon was blown 
through a window into a _ clothing 
store. 

The roof of Geirzendorf’s woolen 
mills was blown off; also a portion of 
the roof of the building owned by the 
Everett Seed Company.

The wind preceded a heavy rain, and 
it carried with it great clouds of dust, 
which completely shot off the view. 
For a time it was so dark that lights 
were turned on in many business 
houses. According to the Weather 
Bureau, the wind reached a velocity 
of 65 miles an hour. No fatalities are 
reported.

What Charles Haines Says’ of 
‘the Diggings. 


No Surface Indications Point to 
the Bonanzas. : 


Prospectors Toil at the Expense of 
Health and Happiness — Many 
Have not a Nugget to Show for 
Their Troubles, 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
‘ SAN FRANCISCO,. Sept. 1.—The 
Bulletin has received a letter from 
Charles Haines, dated Dawson City, 
July 26. Mr. Haines is a well-known 
newspaper writer, and his letter is the 
first written by a trained newspaper 
man te come out of the Klondyke gold 
regicns. He says: 

“The rich diggings have been com- 


paratively idle during the summer, al- — 


though the output from El Dorado and 
Bonanza creeks was enormous, and 
there was plenty of gold in sight. There 
is every prospect of an immense out- 
‘put of gold from the district next 
spring. The total output this season 
is, as near as I can judge; about $7,- 
000,000, but very little ground has been 
worked and the dumps will, like some 
of the tailings of old California placers, 
pan out thousands 
worked with improved machinery. 

“The placers are the most puzzling 
and deceiving I have ever seen. Imag- 
ine a man working on good ‘color’ and 
finding the ground worth only a few 
dollars per day, and then turning to a 
waste of mud and moss with no surface 
indications and unearthing a bonanza. 
This is the situation here and all over 
Alaska. The man who comes here to 
mine does so at the expense of health 
and happiness, and it is with him a 
question of making a fortune quickly 
or taking chances. with death. 

‘About me are scores of men who 
can weigh their gold by the bucketful 
and who value their claims at. millions. 
Four hundred valuable diggings are 
stretched along the creeks, and every 
digging is a’’fabulous mine of gold, ye 
there are weary men who have gone 
and returned to-Dawson after search- 
ing the great country hereabout and 
never a nugget do they show for their 
toil, their long tramp over broken 
ground and into a country.whose nat- 
ural disadvantages are exceeded by no 
other place on earth. This Alaska- 
Northwest Territory gold field has an 
odd prize-drawing proposition that I 
can liken to nothing that admits of a 
better comparison than a lottery. 

“A number of spots are selected on 
the creeks and rivers, and for one 
year the miner labors. The year 
closes, the water runs and the seas- 
on’s output. barely pays expenses, 
Not two miles away from the unfortu- 
nate one works a man who has taken 
from an uninviting bit of earth a sack- 
ful of gold. The lucky one did not 
strike the pocket because of his ability 
as a miner, chance favored him, and 
that was all. In short, the miner 
guesses at it and locates any and 
everywhere. In nineteen cases out of 
twenty he missesit,and has to wait 
another year for a new trial. Dawson 
is merely a collection of log huts, | 
saloons and a mass of tents, about six 
hundred in number. When the long 
nights come and the glass goes down 
to 65 deg. below zero, there will be in- 
tense suffering here, and I shudder to 
think of the results, : 

“Provisions are going to be very 
scarce, and there is little reason to 
doubt that the entire town will have 
to go-on short rations during the win- 
‘ter, and that seurvy will be rampant. 
The gold that will go down the river 
for San Francisco and Seattle will 
amount to about $2,000,000. There isa 
lot of gold that will remain in camp, 
for. it is used as an equivalent of 
money, and is legal tender at $17 an 
ounce, Of' the three or four thou- 
sand inhabitants. only a couple of 
hundred at the most have made, big 
There is plenty of work at 
from $15-to $20 per.day, and many 
men have paid $2.50 per day or less 
for living, and saved the balance. Re- 
ports of other strikes are constantly 
received here, and many are authentic, 


so far as Stewart and Pelly rivers_arew 


concerned, but nothing like so rich as 
the Knoldyke has been _ reported, 
Quite a number of people are prepare 
ing to leave here for Juneau in case 
the steamers do not get through with 
provisions, and the outlook for a good 
grub supply is not encouraging. 

“In conclusion, the Alaska and 
Northwest Territory gold fields wHI be 
developed slowly. Ten thousand may 
come here, but they will be lost in the 
vast country when they spread out to 
prospect. Not more than five hun- 
dred of them will strike a mine. When 
they ‘do strike pay gravel their for-. 
tunes will be made. In years to come 
when at the sacrifice of human life 
and energy the treasures of this great 
land are located, the wealth of the 
north will be something beyond com- 
prehension.”

(ASSOCIATED PRESS’ NIGHT REPORT.) 

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Sept. 1.—The tri- 
partite alliance’ of the Nebraska free- 
silver forces was given good headway 
today by three large conventions held, 
respectively, by the Democrats, Popu- 
lists and free-silver Republicans. 
These gatherings, conducted under 
separate organizations, acted in per- 
fect harmony, and when routine work 


tives of the united parties gave their 
attention to addresses by leading free- 
silver advocates. The nomination of 
a fusion State ticket seems assured. 
During the morning the Democratic 
State Central Committee agreed upon 
C. A. Shallenberger of Alma for tem- 
porary chairman; the silver Repub- 
licans selected F. F. Loomis of Omaha 
for the same position, and the Populist 
State Central Committee decided. to 
leave the election of a temporary 
chairman to the convention. 
The thrée conventions were called ‘to 
order at 2 o’clock this afternoon, the 
Populists meeting in the Lansing The- 
ater, the Democrats in the Public Hall 
and the silver Republicans in the Y.M. 
‘C.A. Auditorium. Had there been a 
‘hall in the city large enough to ac- 
commodate the crowd, the three con- 
ventions would have been merged into 
one. 
The Democratic convention was the 
most enthusiastic’ of the three. The 
hall was filled to its utmost capacity. 
The features of the opening was the 
declaration of State Chairman Dahl- 
man relative to the terms of fusion. 
He said: “We want the Populists to 
understand that the Democrats de- 
mand their share of the fruits of fu- 
sion. We have conceded the bulk of 
the offices. to the Bopulists, but we 
think we have a right to the supreme 
judgeship, and when this convention 
appoints its Conference Committee and 
adjournms for the afternoon, I insist on 
every delegate working with the Pop- 
ulist brethren, and urging upon them 
the necessity of granting us this 
office.’’ 
By these remarks it is apparent that 
Mr. Dahlman anticipates some diffi- 
culty in effecting a fusion that would 
be satisfactory to his party, but his 


shared. Temporary Chairman Shallen- 
berger made a lengthy speech. He as- 
serted that the mission of the Demo- 
cratic party is to combat the doc- 
trines of protection and the gold stand- 
ard and continued: 

“For the. past ten years the old 


State have led the party away from

NICARAGUA DISTURBED BY PLOTS 
AND CONSPIRACIES, 


Troubles Due to Bad Financial Man- 
agement — Propositions for Re. 
lief—Arbitrary System of Annex- 
ation Proposed. - 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) Sept. 1.— 
{By Central American Cable. Associ. 
ated Press Correspondence.}] Reports 
are Cufrent of conspiracies and threat- 
ened revoiutions against President Ze- 
laya’s governmen.. These reporis 
come froin the civil departments or Ri- 
vas, Gicwda and Matuagaipa. it is 
also reported that President Zelaya 
has received’ letters threatening uim 
with assassina.iion. These troubles ure 
said to be due to the very bad finan- 
cial condition of Nicaragua, oppressive 
military government and the extraor- 
ainary expenses incurred in keeping 
under pay a large number of soidiers, 
policemen, detectives and spies. 
- The financial condition in Nicaragua 
seems to be growing worse instead. of 
better, 170 per cent. and more premium 
is now offered and apparently without 
lakers, for reliable bills of exchange. 
Nearly all American coins have been 
reported for sale as bullion and par- 
ties are hoarding the 20 cent, 10 cent 
and 5 cent sovereigns of 
and the soles of Honduras. Not 
one of these coins contains more 
than 85 per cent. of silver. ‘I'he gZov- 
ernment of Nicaragua is considering 
three propositions cf relief: — 
First—Tnat of establishing a Banco 
-Hipoleavio to issue paper money based 
on the estimated value of real estate. 
Second—The passage of legisiation 


Sue $1,000,000 of paper money, to be 
guaranteed by 500,000 pesos silver fur- 
nished by Europeans. | 

Third—The introduction of an arbi- 
trary system cof taxation which will 
practically \compel owners of real es- 
tate in Nicaragua to become guaran- 
tors of such an amount.of papel’ money 
as a commission appointed by the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua may determine. 

in the mean time the people of Ni- 
caragua are apparently becoming very 
restless, and they are exhibiting as 
much dissatisfaction as pussible under 
the existing government. Many per- 
sons believe that the government it- 
self is hgarding silver for the purpose 
of sustaining itself in power in event 
of a breaking-out of a threatened reve 
olution, or in case war should occur 
with Costa Rica. Others assert that 
the President of Nicaragua has ar- 
ranged to hoard money, hoping to live 
like a,wealthy European prince when 
it is impossible for him to longer re- 
main in power, 

Hon. J. B. Rodriguez, Envoy Ex- 
traordimary and Minister 
tiary of the Greater Republic’ of Cen- 
tral America to the United States, Has 
been visiting in this city, and left re- 
cently for San Juan del Norte, for the 
purpose of pleading before Gen. Alex- 
ander, the arbitrator appointed by 
President Cleveland to determine the 
merits of the controversy over the 
eastern commencement of the bound- 
ary between Costa Rica and Nicara- 


gua. 

This difficulty grew out of the de- 
claring in the treaty of April, 1858, be- 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua, to 
the effect that the eastern : extension 
of the boundary between these two 
countries should be the channel where 
the Rio Juan del Norte enters the sea. 
The trouble is that the channel of the 
river is now several miles to the south 
(Costa Rica) where it was in 1858. 
Nicaragua claims the present exit, 
while Costa Rica claims the outlet as it 
existed in April, 1858. While the engi- 
neer sent by both countries for the 
purpose of marking the boundary from 
ocean to ocean were discussiong the 
question before Gen. Alexander in May, 
1897, a storm opened, wide and deep, 
the channel as it existed in April, 1858. 
A few days later the channel of 1858 
again filled up with sand, and the 
course of the river was again deflected 
to the channel as claimed by Nicara- 


gua. | 

If the channel of 1858 is decided by 
Gen. Alexander to be the true bound- 
ary, then the eastern mouth of the ca- 
nal as projected by engineers will be 
entirely in Costa Rica.

ANNEXATION TREATY 


HAWAII WILL PROCEED \AT 
"ONCE TO RATYFY. 


Minister Hatch Returns Home With 
What is Said to Be Very Im- i 
portant News. 


EXTKA SESSIONS TALKED OF. 


SPLIT IN THE CABINET OVER JAPS 
AND ARBITRATION. 


Collector Castle Resigns—Interne- 
cine War of Ink—Okuma a Use- 
ful Man—Advices from the 
American Capital. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1.—Steamer 
Australia from Honolulu direct arrived 
today with the following Hawaiian ad- 
vices: 

“Francis M. Hatch, Minister to 
Washington arrived on August 21 with 
important information which will re- 
auire ihe attention of both the govern- 
ment and Senate, and secret notice has 
been issued to members of the latter 
body, calling upon them meet in ex- 
tra session September 6 to consider the 
question. Meanwhile Minister Hatch 
is in almost constant consultation with 
President Dole and his Cabinet. The 
lawmakers will be asked to ratify the 
annexation treaty recently signed in 
Washington, and as a majority of the 
members favor annexation, the matter 
will be rushed through. 

“The reason for an extra session of 
the Senate at this early date is a mat~- 
ter of. conjecture, and much curiosity 
is evinced in it. A Senator is author- 
ity for the statement that Minister. 
Hatch brought word to the effect that 
President McKinley had resolved. to 
call Congress together two months ear- 
lier than usual for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the treaty before the reguiar 
‘session, and this theory appears to tind 
favor with other Senators. ne 

“Another matter to be considered by 
the Hawaiian Senate is that of render- 
ing assistance to the Executive in.un- 
raveling the Japanese muddle, as it is 
said that Japan’s acceptance of the of- 
fer of arbitratidn is so vague that the 
President and his Cabinet are in a 
quandary. There are rumors of a split 
in. the Cabinet, over the question, and 
it is said that the Antervention of the 
Senate is required tu prevent an open 
rupture. 

“The Hawaiian Star created a Sen- 

sation by the publication of a scheme, 
alleged to have been backed by the 
Sugar Trust, to block annexation. It 
is said that every Hawaiian in the 
group has been called upon to appear 
at Honolulu, September 14, to partici- 
pate in a mammoth demonstration 
against closer political union with the 
United States. Senators Morgan «and 
Quay are expected from the United 
States on that day, and the object of 
the anti-annexationists is to impress 
them with the feeling upon the isl- 
ands. . 
_ “U.S.S. Bennington arrived from San 
Diego August 24, after a run of nine 
days, and the Marion is expected to 
leave on the 26th for Mare Island. 

“James Castile, who. has held the po- 
sition of collector of »customs since 


on account of ill-health. It is runtored, 
however, that the real cause of the res- | 
igriation is dissatisfaction with the 
manner in which the Cabinet is man- 
aging the Japanese affairs.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Sept. 1.~—Japanese 
papers state that the commissioner to 
be sent by the Japanese government to 
the Washington sealing conference this 
fall will be instructed to side with 
the United States as to remedial meas- 
ures for preservation of the seals and 
seal otters. It is suggested that Count 
Okuma should be appointed, for, says 
one paper, he could use his influence 
while there to hinder bringing the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty before the 
Senate, and on his way back could in- 
duce Canada to acquiesce in an Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. 

WASHINGTON VIEWS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—There is 
no disposition among officials. here to 
question the correctness of the state- 
ment in the dispatches from Hawaii 
to the effect that Minister Hatch hur- | 
ried to Honolulu with the special pur- 
pose of securing annexation by ‘the 
Hawaiian government at an advance 
meeting of Congress, There is no rule 
in diplomatic practice that would for- 
bid Hawaii from first acting upon the 
treaty, and the treaty itself does not 
indicate which government is 4% take 
the initiative in the ratification. While 
it is regarded as desirable in the exe- 
cution of the policy of President Mc- 
Kinley toward Hawaii, as drawn in 
the message transmitting the treaty 
to Congress last June, that the docu- 
ment shall be ready in all respects 
for the action of the United States 
Senate at the next session, it is not he-/ 
lieved that the President has any in-| 
tention of calling a special session for 
the purpose of ratification. 7 

Indeed, considering the fact that if 
the Hawaiian .

HARD TIMES PASSED. 


FARMERS OF THE WEST SHOULD 
NOW PROSPER, 


Secretary Wilson Returns to Chi- 
cago from His Western Trip. 


Horses, Sugar Beets and Irri- 
gation, _ 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 1—James Wilson, 
Secretary of Agriculture, has returned 
from a trip through the Western States, 
where he has been investigating condi- 
tions regarding irrigation and other 
matters which will tend to widen the 
scope of agricultural industries. 
Mr. Wilson is enthusiastic concern- 


ing the agricultural future of the West, 


and confident. that hard times have 
passed for the farmers west of the 
Mississippi. During his month’s trip 
through the Western States, he ex- 
amined into the conditions existing 
among the farmers. He found that 
the latter had felt the wave of pros- 
perity, and that they were buying new 
machinery, making numberless im- 
provements and are able to pay off 
their mortgages. 

“T have been through the mountain 
States,” said Mr. Wilson, ‘‘in order to 
learns what could be done regarding 
irrigation in the range lands of West- 
ern Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, 
Montana and 
North Dakota. The principal object of 
my trip through these States was to 
ascertain to what extent they could 
add to the annual production*by furf- 
ther irrigation. During the course of 
my observation I have found that these 
States have already used up the waters 
in many districts without being able to 
irrigate the bottom lands. They are 
now agitating the theory of damming 
the waters in winter. 

“T have an agent in Europe at the 
present time investigating the require- 
ments for heavy ,draft, carriage horses 
and animals needed for army purposes. 
I have Very little doubt that if the 
range horse in the Western States were 
properly cared for, they would be able 
to compete with European horses. I 
hope to bring about such a competition 
and to make the market for American 
horses lively in European countries. _ 

“During my trip I found a very ex- 
tensive interest in the growing of 
sugar-beets fo make sugar. Grand Isl- 
and, Neb., is on the edge of the. dry 
belt. Sugar-beets are’one crop that 
grows independently of droughts. 
About three thousand to four thousand 
acres of land are necessary to culti- 
vate a sufficient crop of beets to keep 
a factory in operation. The dry product, 
or the pulp, is not being used tO the 
best advantage. At Grand Island and 
Lehi, Utah, it is fed to range steers. 
The amount of it that would make two 
pounds of gain in a first-class steer, 
worth 6 or 7 cents, would make a pound 
of butter, but such an idea has not oc- 
curred to the sugar-beet growers.”

By floods in a ‘prefecture of Japan, 
over one hundred houses were de- 
stroyed and five or six lives lost in 
Nishima district.

MORE OIL WELLS. 


APPLICATIONS FOR PERMITS BE- 
FORE FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


Petitioners Desire to Bore on Land 
Adjoining Buena Vista Street—A 
Callman Discharged for Neglect 
of Duty—Free Labor Burezu’s 
Report. 


The Board. of Fire Commissioners 
met in regular session yesterday morn- 
ing at the City Hall. 

The most important matter ‘that 
came before the board was the appli- 
cation of William Dryden and A. E. 
Martin for permission to bore for oil 


on the Yorba tract on the east side of } 


Buena Vista street, between Savoy 
and Solano streets. Chief Moore asked 
for a. week’s further time, as protests 
had been filed against granting the 
permit, and his request was granted. 
Mr. Dryden, one of the petitioners, 
Was present and addressed the board, 
explaining that he had commenced the 
work of boring, because he, had under- 
stood from Chief Moore that there 


was no reason why he should not do} 


so, He disclaimed any intention of 
acting contrary to the city ordinances 
or to the wishes of the board. | 

Moore said that Mr. Dryden 
must have misunderstood the purport 
of their conversation, as he had never 
authorized the work. He declared that. 
under the ordinance he had no power 
to permit oil-boring in the district 
named. Conisderable opposition to the 
work had developed among property- 
owners, and among the advocates of 
a boulevard on Buena Vista street, 

S. A. Carver, E. H. Lockwood and 
other representatives of the proposed 
boulevard were present, and stated 
that they had originally objected to 
the digging of oil wells by Dryden 
and Martin, but that they had be- 
come satisfied that such wells would 
not seriously interfere with the boule- 
vard project, and they were therefore 
willing to withdraw their objections. 

After some further discussion the 
board postponed the matter for one 
week in order to allow Mr. Dryden to

LIFE IN THE BALANCE. 


McCAMISH BEFORE THE MEN WHO 
- WILL DECIDE HIS FATE.

The Jury Selected Yesterday and 
the Taking of Testimony Com- 
menced — Coroner Campbell on 
the Stand—What McCamish Said 
on the Day of the Murder, 


. The trial of Ed McCamish for the 
murder of McCoy Pyle, the Constable, 
at Castaic station, last April, was 
commenced in Department One of the 
Superior Court before Judge Smith 
and a jury yesterday afternoon. 

The greater part of the day was 
taken up in securing a jury, although 
the time consumed was not as great 
as was anticipated. Asst. Dist. Atty. 
Williams appeared for the prosecution 
and Messrs. Davis and Rush in be- 
half of the defense. 

The deféndant, McCamish, watched 
the proceedings closely throughout the 
day from the side of his attorneys, ex- 
hibiting much interest in the state- 
ments of the jurors in‘ response to 
questions from the lawyers. The work 


however, although both sides ex- 
hausted nearly all of their challenges. 
At 3:15 p.m. the box’ was filled, and 
McCamish’s fate now rests with the 
following-named jurors: F. B. Alder- 
son, A. S. Atkinson, Edwin Munsey, 
D. R. Browning, E. E. Owens, J. W. 
Eyestone,.C. E. Patterson, Franklin 
Johnson, F. H. Klages, A. W. Shum- 
way, Frederick Maskew and R. R. 
Smith. 


County Coroner George W. Camp- 
bell was the first witness called to the 
stand for the prosecution. 

Witness testified that on the 24th 
of April, last, he was notified by the 
Sheriff of the ‘killing of Constable Pyle 
at Castaic station, and immediately 
left for the scene of the crime. ‘‘When 
I arrived upon the ground I immedi- 
ately set to work éXamining the prem- 
ises,”” continued the witness, in re- 
sponse to a command to relate the 
story of his discoveries from beginning 
to end. “I could find no trace of blood 
or anything outside the building which 
could have any bearing upon the case. 

“When I entered the building I 
found Pyle’s dead body lying upon the 
floor in the midst of a pool of blood. 
Upon examining the body I found a 
gunshot wound just above the eye- |}. 
brow of the right eye. I examined the 
face and forehead carefully and found 
that the right eyebrow was badly 
singed and burned. The hair on his 
head was also badly burned above the 
right ear, indicating that the fatal shot 
had been delivered at very close ran °. 
I turned over the head to see iif t 
bullet had passed through the head ana 
found it had lodged just between the 
skull and scalp, and I extracted it with 
my fingers. 

“There was a ‘black spot about 
the face of the wound as large as 
|a@ silver dollar, but I could find 
no powder in the ball of the eye. The 
eye was, badly congested, but there was 
every evidence that the lid was closed 
when the shot was fired. 

‘“McCamish was present, and I had 
Nyuite a jong conversation with him con- 
cerning the killing. McCamish made a 
voluntary statement of his know ter Bho 
of the affair from start to finish. As 


in these words: 

“*T was sleeping in my room at Fil- 
more, Ventura county, and was sud- 
denly awakened by a fioise about the 
house. I found that I had been bleed- 
ing, and at once concluded that I had 


been assaulted and robbed. I got Pyle 
and we started in pursuit. We finally 
reached Castaic station, and waited 


for the tramps; as I was almost cer- 
tain that they would pass that way. 
At an early hour in the morning I 
went down the street and got a drink. 
As I _ae approaching ‘the building I

I had 
just snapped a bracelet upon the wrist 
of. the foremost tramp when I heard 


a shot at my side, and, turning, saw” 


Pyle fall. I left my prisoner ‘for a 
moment and both men broke away 
on a@ run down the track. I fired three 
shots, after them. One was carrying a 
bundle, and after one of the shots I 
saw him drop it and heard him ex- 
claim: ‘Bill, I’m shot.’ He-picked up 
the bundle with his other hand and 
started after his companion at full 
speed,’ 

“I asked McCamish how he had been 
wounded upon the night of the alleged 
robbery and assault and he told me 
he thought he had been hit upon the 
head with a club. I examined his head, 
but could find no wounds. When I told 
him this, he said, ‘I guess I must have 
‘had the nosebleed.’ I then began to 
grow suspicious of him and soon satis- 
fied myself that He mur——’”’ 

Here there was an interruption from 
the attorneys on both sides,-and the 
Court reminded the witness that a jury 
had been chosen for the purpose of 
passing upon the guilt of the defend- 


ant, and witness would, therefore, be 
relieved of the task. 
Resuming, Coroner Campbell de- 


scribed the condition of the dead man's 
clothing when found. 

“McCamish told me that after the 
tramps had escaped down the track he 
dragged Pyle’s body into the building 
and to notify the neighbors. 
There was no evidence that Pyle’s 
body had been disturbed, and I could 
discover no dirt or sand upon his cloth- 
ing which would have naturally been 
there had he’ been dragged over the 
ground and into the house, as, accord- 
ing to McCamish’s story, Pyle fell fully. 
six feet from the entrance.” 

Witness then stated that there were 
no blood stains upon McCamish’s cloth- 
ing or person, after whicha long list of 
questions was asked concerning the 
probability of a profuse and immediate 
hemorrhage resulting from a wound in- 
flicted ‘at close range. Witness replied 
that hemorrhage would undoubtedly 
result and a wound of such a nature 
prove instantly fatal. 


On cross-examination witness stated. 


that McCamish had never mentioned 
the names of the articles alleged to 
have been stolen from his room except 
that he thought a knife had been 
taken. 

Coroner Campbell was still on the 
stand when the case was adjourned un- 
til this morning at 10 o’clock. | : 

The trial will probably continue for 
two weeks, as nearly eighty witnesses 
have been subpoenaed. 

It is apparent from the outset that 
the testimony in the case will be 
purel 
generally known, McCamish was the 
only eye-witness to the shooting save, 
possibly, the two tramps above re- 
ferred to in McCamish’s statement to 
the Coroner.

ASHNER’S CREDITORS WIN. 


Former 
Assessed for $890.74. 
Yesterday’s session of Judge Van 
Dyke’s court was consumed in the trial 
of the case of L.-.Ashner, an insolvent, 


who is charged with having attempted

Ashner formerly conducted a _ gro- 
cery store in this city. From the evi- 
dénce it appears that several weeks 
ago he purchased_a quantity of goods 
from local wholesale houses valued at 
Shortly after the delivery 


transfer of the same by bill of sale to 
his brother-in-law, to whom, he claims, 
he owed $900 for money advanced from 
time to time. He went into insolvency 
‘and when the creditors learned of the 
transfer they pronounced the transac- 
tion fraudulent and brought _ suit 
against Ashner accordingly.

WANT AN ACCOUNTING. 


The Pasadena National Bank Made 
Defendant in an Important Suit. 


William Lacy, Jr., and R. H. Lacy. 


have brought suit against the Pasa- 
dena, National Bank for an accounting 
for the proceeds realized from the sale 
of certain bonds of the Perris.

“Civil liberty is dead in’ America!” 
shouted Debs, the unspeakable, at the 
agitators’ convention in St. Louis on 
Tuesday. *These very words, in con- 


Debs, furnished their own refutation. 
For if civil liberty were indeed dead, 
or even comatose, Debs and his fel- 
lows would not have been permitted 
to voice their treasonable malignity.

The following of Debs, Sov- 
ereign and others of their kind is a 
mere excrescence, a tumid and un- 
healthy growth upon the body politic. 
It is dangerous, as any morbid growth 
is dangerous. In proportion to its ex- 
tent it saps the vitality of the organ- 
ism upon which it feeds. The proper 
remedy for this unhealthy growth is 
the cautery of an aroused and whole- 
some public sentiment; which will 
cause the excrescence to slough off, 
leaving. the wound to heal by the 
kindly processes of nature. 

The extreme and treasonable utter- 
ances of Debs will serve to hasten the 
application of this potent remedy. He 

revealed himself and his followers 
<n their true light, as avowed enemies 
af society, of the public peace, and of 
all that. makes civilization possible. 
and practicable. He has thrown off 
the last thin veil of disguise, and 
stands forth as the avowed advocate 
of revolution, of lawlessness, of chaos, 
of rapine, and of ruin.

It will crystallize a 
too complaisant and too tolerant pub- 
lic sentiment into an overwhelming 
unity of abhorrence and condemna- 
tion.

When 
confidence is lacking, enterprise hesi- 
tates and industry languishes. The: 
events of the ‘past year have resulted 
in a-complete restoration of confi- 
dence. Capital has emerged from its 
retirement and is seeking profitable 
investment in trade -and - commerce. 
One of the inevitable and most im- 
portant results is a large and steadily- 
growing demand for labor. This in 
turn reacts favorably upon: trade and 
industry, with.benefit to all interests.

Captured by a Private Patrolman 
With Some of His Plunder on 
His Person. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE SECURED. 


DETECTIVES ARE SURE THEY 
HAVE THE RIGHT MAN.

The Bonnie Brae burglar has been 
caught. He is safe behind the bars of 
the City Jail, and it is safe to say it

The suspect meandered from street 
to street in and out among the fash- 
ionable residences to the south and 
east of Westlake Park, apparently 
looking for some place where no one 
was at home. The patrolman, follow- 
ing at a safe distance, kept him ever 
in sight. After being trailed for about 
an hour, Horner appeared to be aware 
that he was being shadowed by Fos- 
ter.’ Although evidently annoyed, he 
assumed an air of nonchalance and 
tried to give the officer the slip. When 
Foster: became convinced that the fel- 
low knew he was after him, he thought 
it’ was time to .act, and he proceeded 
to gather him in. ; 

It lacked about half an hour of noon 
when Foster halted the culprit on Al- 
varado street between Eighth and 
Ninth and told him he was wanted at 
police ‘headquarters. Horner made no 
resistance. He seemed to realize that 
he was in the hands of a man who un- 
derstood his business and that remon- 
strance or attempt to escape would be 
useless. 

In due course of time Faster landed 
his man at the Police Station, without 
any trouble. :

When ‘this ‘chisel was taken out of 
Horner’s pocket, Detective Hawley, 
who assisted in the search, imedimately 
produced the missing piece. The frag- 
ment of steel which Mr. Hawley had 
had in his possession for several days 
exactly fitted into the niche of the 
broken chisel with which the prisoner 
was provided. Te fit was so- perfect 
that there could be no possible mistake 
that the two belonged together. Here 
was a most important clew. The eyes 
of the detectives, Auble and Hawley, 
fairly bulged out of their sockets when 
they saw that chisel, for it was the 
very implement they had been looking 
for. They got the fragment of the 
chisel at the residence of Dr. Henry 
Newland, No, 1315 West Seventh street, 
where a burglar turned a trick a few 
days ago. Dr. Newland has a collec- 
tion of very fine surgical instruments 
which he keeps locked up in a cabinet 
at his home. It was these instru- 
ments that the burglar was after, and 
in attempting to pry open the cabinet, 
he broke a corner off the chisel which 
he used for a jimmy. Dr. Newland 
found the fragment and turned it over 
to the detectives as an important 
clew. Their satisfaction was great, 
therefore, when the chisel with the 
broken bit was found in the possession 
of Patrolman Foster's prisoner. 

To still further convince the officers 
that the prisoner was the South Bon- 
nie Brae burglar, there was found in 
his pocket a handful of broken gold 
jewelry, which was identified as part.of 
the plunder received at the residence of 
ex-Police Commissioner Cook, last Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

. Confronted with such evidence, the 
prisoner frankly admitted his guilt. 
The detectives learned that he had 
been staying at a Spring-street lodg- 
ing-house, and procecding there, they 
found still further evidence. A ladies’ 
silk purse, filled with rare coins, and 
three diamond studs, stolen from the 
Cook residence, were among the’ plun-

Although closely 
questioned about his past career, he is 
very guarded in his statements, ad- 
mitting only such crimes, as the of- 
ficers have positve proof of. He is 23 
years old, and undoubtedly experienced 
in crime, but the officers, as yet know 
little or nothing about his record, out- 
side of the burglaries recently com- 
(mitted. 

_ Horner had a narrow escape while 
robbing the Lownes residence’ Monday. 
night. Patrolman Foster passed by and 
saw the lights in the building while 
the burglar was at work. The officer’s 
suspicions were not aroused, however, 
as he had.not been notified that the 
family had gone away. He was used to 
seeing lights in the house at that time 


he should pass by without investi- 
gating. The report that the lights 
burned all night and that the burglary 
was not discovered till daylight, was 
erroneous. It was about 11 p.m. when 
Mrs. Bacon, living next door, noticed 
the light. and, knowing that the 
Lowneses were not at home, gave the 
alarm. Mr. Foster was promptly on 
hand and reported the matter to the 
police at once. , 

The Cook burglary took place at 3 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, while. the 
family were -absent..

._ Deputy United States Marshal Pou- 
rade learned of his whereabouts, and 
with the assistance of Constable 
Marks. of San Diego, recaptured the 
fellow last Sunday evening. The San 
Diego Union, in speaking of the ar- 
rest, says: - | 
- “Constable Marks had quite an ex- 
citing experience with Blackburn, as 
the latter made a move for his gun. 
The little Constable pinned his arms 
around Blackburn, and after a-short 
struggle brought him terms. He 
was taken in irons to the County Jail, 
and the news of the arrest was care- 
fully kept from the newspapers, for 
fear of an attempt to.release the man 
on habeas corpus proceedings. Yes-. 
terday Pourade proceeded to Los An- 
geles with Blackburn still in irons.

“TRANSFER OF LOANS.. A banker, 
writing in the United States Investor, 
calls attention to the fact that in 
times. of _panie our -bankers- seem to, 
They abandon all ex- 
isting unions of defense, and each be- 
_gins to weaken his friend , and to 
strengthen himself; the 20 per “cent, Te- 
serve is not: deemed sufficient, and 
the acquirement of it is an impossi- 
bility. The latent strength of the 
clearinghouses, in such emergencies, 
is hisorical; it has been roused at rare- 
intervals, and has then benfited every 
man, woman and child in this coun- 
try; it should be nurtured and kept 
in position for partial or fullest use at 
a moietit’s warning. Such a state of 
preparedness will tinally. make the 
banks safe in carrying less reserve, 
and thereby making more money. ‘ 
The banker above quoted makes the 
.following question as to how mignat 
be accumpilished: 

“The clearing houses. should pre- 
scribe that, in times of distress, they 
will only rediscount those unsecured 
=otes which are written as non-inter- 
est bearing, and which mature be- 
tween ten and one hundred days in the 
-future, @nd which are payable at a 
reputable bank, and which are made in 
sums. of $100 or $1000 .or $10,000. For 
the sake of brevity, we omit mention 
of secured notes. Now, let us see what 
would be the result of enforcing she 
simple and inexpensive rules just re- 
cited. 

“First. The banker wculd have a 
cleaner and better lot of paper. His 
directors and examiners would not con- 
tinually ask, ‘Is this note good enougn 
in form and ‘merit to be accepted vy 
another bank as a rediscount?’ 

“Second. The borrower would be free 
from demand obligation, and his line of 
discounts would be reducible with less 
discomfort to all concerned. 

“Third. The loans would be_ really 
transferable and convertible; whereas 
now, by reason of drawing interest, 
many notes become overdue, and sub- 
ject to set-offs, and are not theretore 
transferable. 

“Fourth. When panics come, and out- 
side help is needed, then the loans are 
ready for use; if this is not to be had, 
then the banker is able, as a last re- 


- sort, to offer these notes to his deposi- 


‘tors, with the banker’s indorsement. 

“Finally, by keeping the loans in a 
‘popular and convertible form, the 
banker is strengthened for .his daily 
needs and the rare emergencies, and 
‘the clearing houses can act more read- 
ily, and the fraternity of banks, as a 
whole, can keep less money idle. 

“Every tub should stand on its own 
bottom.”

AMERICAN PORK. Few people who 
have not investigated the subject have 
any definite canception of the large 
.amount of money that is brought into 
_ the. country from foreign ports, one 
‘way or another, by the American hog 
‘In the course of an article on this sub- 
ject. the Minneapolis Times points out 
‘that our exports of hams alone, dur- 


jing the last year of record, were val- 


‘ued at $12,000,000. Bacon was shipped 
abroad to-the value of $33,000,000, while 
$34,000,000 is credited to lard. It is a 
‘noteworthy fact that Great Britain is 
by far our best customer in this line 
of exports. For instance, her people 
‘utilized 103,000,000 pounds out of the 
130,000,000 pounds of American hams 
sent across the Atlantic, while more 
than three-quarters of our bacon prod- 
uct went to the subjects of Queen 
Victoria. Even in the case of lard, 
Great Britain took 40 per cent. of the 
export while Germany, which is sup- 
posed by many to lead in the use of 
preémpted but 25 per 
cent. for her use. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

POOR MILK. A local restaurant 
keeper, who was recently arrested on 
the charge of selling impure milk, and 
pleaded guilty, was let off on a nominal 
fine of $1. The accused made the same 
plea as other restaurant keepers have 
done, namely, that he did not know 
the milk was below the standard. This, 
of course, is no excuse at all. It is 
the duty of those who supply milk to 
the public, either in restaurants or 
otherwis@® to ascertain that it is of 
proper quality. At the same time, it 
is a fact that it would be absolutely 
impossible for dairymen to furnish a 
proper grade of milk at the prices now 

charged to restaurant keepers, and 
make a profit. 

Restaurant men will have to make 
up their minds to pay more for the 
milk which they buy,.and in order to 
prevent some of them from taking ad- 
vantage of others, they will have to 
combine to prevent the use of watered 
milk in restaurants, 


A NEW FUEL. The Chicago Journal 
describes a new fuel, called ‘‘masut,’’ 
which is a ‘by-product in the distil- 
lation of crude petroleum, and is also 
said to be manufactured from a cheap 
brown. coal found in Saxony. According 
to that paper, there has hitherto been 
found great trouble in providing a fur- 
‘nace suitable for burning the new fuel. 

The Journal says: 

“It is now blown by steam into a 
special furnace, on the principle of the 
Lucigen light, and used without dif- 
ficulty. It is said to be 40 or 50: per 
cent. cheaper than coal, and is 20 per 
cent. better as a heat raiser: Steam 
can be got up quicker and kept at a 
higher pressure and more work be done 
by the machinery. From a naval point 
of view these are vitally 
facts. No sign of a ship under full 
steam will be shown in the sky, for 

*masut is a smokeless fuel. Russia and 


_ Jtaly-are using it in their navies, and 


rmany has lately made some valu- 
At Kiel, Wilhelm- 
shaven and Danzig are tanks from 
which it can be pumped into ships. Its 
specific gravity being so much less than 
that of coal, a ship’s buoyancy is 
greatly increased when the bunkers are 
filled with it. Heavier armor or cargoes 
can be carried. The heating capacity 
being greater, the ship can travel faster 
or farther. Itis yet to be learned what 
improvements the Germans have intro- 
‘duced into their furnaces and what 
are the disadvantages of masut.” 

It woudl be interesting to learn in 
what respect this new fuel differs from, 
or is an improvement on, the crude 
petroleum. which is so extensively used 
for fuel in Southern California.

individual stocks. Buyers were evidently pos- 
sessed by a furore of speculation, and the diffi- 
culty of-moving the prices of most of the 
leading railroad shares led to those securities 
becoming comparatively neglected. Stocks 
concerning which some favorable prospect was 
reported, but without definite details, and nov 
backed by authority, were chosen as the 
favorites in the speculation. The sensation of 
the day was the jump in the price of Omaha, 


the stock touching 82% in the final transac- 


tions. The ree eg rise was 10%, and the net 
gain a point | The stock was not exempt 
from the depie which weighed on the 
Grangers, and in fact on most of the list dur- 
ing the early part of the day, and it sold 
down \% from last night’s close. By 1 o’clock 
it had recovered the loss and gained over 2 
points in addition. But in little more than. 
an hour of the latter part of the day the 
price mounted several points, and was in the 
full tide of advance when dealings ceased. 
The trading was attended by great excitement, 
and the pauses in the advance were only 
momentary and at wide ranges. The risé was 
due to a belief that the stock will shortly be 
placed on a regular dividend basis, the size 
of the proposed.dividend forming the subject 
of the excited speculation. Northwest, which 
is in the relation of a parent property to 
Omaha, improved in sympathy, but reacted 
partially while Omaha was still strongly ad- 
vancing.

Testimony of Ola Fischer With 
Whom the Crime is Said. to Have 
_ Been Committed—Americus Club. 

A Pretty Wedding. 


PASADENA, Sept. 1—[Regular  Corre- 
spondence.] Though of late the streets of 
Pasadena have appeared almost deserted, 
there was a sufficient number of people in 
town today to occupy all.the available space 
in Recorder Rossiter’s courtroom both morn-. 
ing and afternoon to listen to the testimony 
in the preliminary. examination of F. R. 
Haskins,-who is manager and son of the 
proprietor of the Sierra Madre Hotel, and 
who is charged with adultery with Ola 
Fischer, an eighteen-year-old girl who occu-

Deputy District Attorney McComas _repre-

Haskins is about medium height, ‘stout, 
rather florid complexion, and has a brown 
moustache, which today was faultlessly curled. 
Ola Fischer does not look like a woman who 
been Married and divorced. and her 
looks ‘do not belie the statement that she is 
but 18 years of age. : 
Olo Fischer was first called, - proved to 
be a most unwilling witness. . Despite the 
efforts of Mr. McComas to make her di- 
vulge some of the happenings during the 
stay of the couple at the Los Angeles House 
in this city, she succeeded very well in par- 
rying his questions and in giving very un- 
satisfactory answers, when she deigned to 
reply at all. She had a bold and very un-

@tand, and her sarcasm as she made answer 
fo queries propounded by Mr. McComas niade 
her-appear as one’ who has had considerable 
experience heretofore on the witness stand. 
She said she was 18 years old; that she 
livea in Les Angeles, and had met Haskins 
about thres months ago at an employment 
Office. Haskins iicn engaged her to work 
as 4 waitress at the Sierra Madre Hotel. 
In reply to a direct question from Mr. Mc- 
as as to whether or not she had ever 
slept with Haskins at the hotel, she said 
— considerable warmth, ‘I decline to an- 
er.”’ 


“Why do you decline to answer?’’ was next 
asked; and, after a pause of fully a minute, 
the witness finally stammered out ‘No,’ 
rtd | to the first question. In fact, she 

had ever occupied the same 
foom, cither there or at the Lorn Angeles 
House in this city, admitting only that they 
were shown to the same apartment’ when 
they arrived at the Los Angeles House at 2 
o'clock in the morning. 
_Mr. Harmon here took the ground that if 
Haskins was guilty of adultery with the wit- 
ness, she was equally guilty, and could not 
be made to testify against herself.

‘NOT NEED 


NORMAL SCHOOL SALARY FUND 
WILL HAVE A SURPLUS, 
whe Amount the City Must Pay Might 


Have Gone. to the Public 


SOME INTERESTING FIGURES. 


A SAVING OP MORE THAN. $4000 
POSSIBLE. 


What the Normal School Needs is 
More Room and not More Teach- | 
ers at Present—It Will Open — 
Next Tuesday, 


The Board of Education of Los An-. 


geles is short of money. So short is 
the cash in their till that the term of 
the public schools in this city this 
year will be nine instead of ten 
months, and this fact has caused no 
end of complaint among the taxpayers, 
especially those that are newcomers 
and have been accustomed to the edu- 
cational rules which / obtain ‘back 
East.” 

At the same time the Board of Edu 
cation is complaining about being 
short of money, it will pay to the 
trustees of the Los Angeles Normal 
School upward of $4000 this year for 
teachers’ salaries, not one penny of 
which the Normal trustees need or 
will use. In fact, unless the Normal 


‘School is greatly enlarged, which is 


not likely, the trustees will have a 
surplus in the salary fund approximat- 
ing $10,000 per year both this.year and 
next year, which will have to be re- 
turned to the State. 

To pay a school $4000 for salaries 
of teachers where it has ‘a surplus of 
$10,000 appropriated for the same, pur-. 
pose, and which cannot be used for 
any other purpose, seems a hardship 
just now when the Los Angeles public 
schools need every dollar they can get. 

What will be done in the matter or, 
more properly, what can be done in 
the matter, will be the subject of 
thought and discussion by the Board 
of Education in the near future. The 
Normal School trustees do no® want 
the salary money from the Los An- 
geles public school fund, and unless 
the law makes it compulsory that the 
$4000 be paid, will not demand it. 

The last Legislature made the fol- 
lowing appropriations to include two 
years for the State Normal School 
located in this city: For library, 
museum and scientific. apparatus, $2500; 
for supplies, $8000; for salaries of 
teachers, janitors, engineers, gardeners 
and others, $92,000; for eare of 
grounds, $3000; a total of $105,500, or 
$52,750 a year. 

The Normal School opens on next 
Tuesday, September 7, the usual date 
for opening all the schools, and the 
following is the schedule of expenses, 
so far as salaries are concerned, for 
the year: Principal, $3400; vice prin- 
cipal, $2200; principal professor of 
training school, $2750: two teachers at 
$2100 each; one teacher at $1600: two 
teachers at $1500; seven teachers at 
$1440; one teacher at $1250: five teach- 
ers at $1200; three teachers at $1000: 
five crit}e teachers at $20 per month; 
extra sé@rvice of teachers (graduating 
pupils) $205 per annum, estimated; as- 


sistant ‘kindergarten, $325 per annum:. 


one engineer $920 per annum: head 
janitor, $660 per annum; two janitors, 
$420 each per annum; and one gardener 
at $720 per annum, making a total 
salary list for the year of $42,350 to be 
paps out of a salary appropriation of 


This will leave the Normal School 3 


trustees $10,400 surplus this year, and 
probably the same amount next year, 
which will have to be returned to the 
State as unused. 

The Board of Education of Los An- 
geles will pay into the Normal School 
salary fund this year salary for one 
principal of training school at $105 per 
month; salary of four critic teachers 
in training school at $72.50 per month; 
salary of assistant in kindergarten, 
$675 per year, making a total of $4220. 
This money will be paid on the basis 
of a nine months’ school term, such 
as has been decided upon for the pub- 
lic schools. | 

The amounts given. so far as the 
Normal School salary list is concerned, 
are absolute with one exception, 
namely, the amount in the totals given 
as paid to graduating pupils for work 
in the training school. 

The@stipend is fixed at $20 per month, 
actual service for this work, and it is 
probable the expenditure will not reach 
the estimate given. 

So Los Angeles will pay to the State 
during the coming . nine’ months, 
through the trustees of the Normal 
School here, $4220 on account of 
teachers’ salaries while there will be 
$10,400 in the Normal School salary 
fund lying idle. 

There is ro question but what the 
money the city will pay the Normal 


School will be well expended. Every- 


body admits that, but doaa-"seem 
hard that this money should go where 
it is not really needed when there is 
$10,000 of the taxpayers’ money, col- 
lected for the very same purpose, 
ready to be used. 

The money that the city of Los An- 
geles pays ‘the Normal School is used 
entirely in the kindergarten and train- 
ing-school departments. The city pays 
$675 ‘this year for nine months’ ‘services 
of the assistant teacher in the kinder- 
garten department where the Stat 
pays but $375 for ten months’ service v 
the .same teacher. This on its face 
looks to be an injustice, but it is not, 
because the department is free, no tui- 
tion being charged, as is customary in 
other normal schools, and the people 
of Los Angeles have free access to the 
instruction. No pains have been spared 
to secure the best’ instructors in kin- 
dergarten work the country affords. 
This year Miss Florence Lawson will 
be the directress of the department 
and Miss Alice Andrews, late of Chi- 
cago, will be her assistant. Miss An- 
drews fills the positions heretofore oc- 
cupied by two assistants. It is ad- 
mitted that the two ladies stand high 
in their profession. The trustees of 
the Normal School have applications 
for nearly a half more pupils'in the 
kindergarten department than they 
can provide for this year. 

It is the same with the training 
school, which is free to eligible pupils. 
There are far more applicants than can 
be cared for. The corps of teachers is 
an excellent one and the work done by 
them in the past is pyegence beyond 
dispute of their fitness for the places 
they hold. 

“We are in nowise to blame for the 
surplus salary fund,” said Trustee 
Percy R. Wilson of the Normal School 
board ‘yesterday. ‘“We asked for much 
less money than was granted us on 
salaries, but at the same time asked 
for much more for ‘care of grounds,’ 
which includes improvements, than was 
given us. 

"If we could take the surplus of the 
salary fund this year, move and re- 
model the gymnasium. building, build 
larger rooms for the kindergarten and 
training-school departments, then we 
could not only, accommodate all the 
applicants for instruction, but could 
use, in so doing, the salary surplus. 

“How we can help out the city public 


‘|eity public schools 


schools, if at all, I-don’t know. It is 
true we do not need the city’s $4000, 
with our present appropriation, but I 
do not see my way clear to giving it 
back. The surplus from the salary 
fund allotted tous will have to be re- 
turned to the State. We cannot use it 
for any othér purpose than salaries, 
and we have, no-foom for more. pupils, 
and hence no need of more. teachers. 


We could use more teachers to good 
advantage had we the room to provide 
for pupils. ®
